the Californians, who depart for San 
Francisco as soon as they can be col- 
lected.

Prostration Report Not Confirmed

talions and some artillery, and chased 
the rebels back to^-r.rds Perez Dasmar 
mas, inflicting severe losses. 


Washington, June 19.—"You maj 


Bay that the slightest intimation.from 
Gen. Otis that he wants more troop 
in addition, to ith'ose he now has with 
.him and -thirjse which are to be sent ti 
him under, the recent order, will b 
followed by a prompt call for voluu 
teers. There willbe-no further par 
leying with Aguinaldo and his foHow 
•ers, and no let-up in tine, aggressiv 
campaign which Gen. Otis is conduct 
in-g." 


This was the pithy comment of one 


•of the most -infiueultial members of the 
•cabinet when informed that the entire 
nation, as evidenced by declarations o 
.governors in -response to requests for 
•expressions of- opinions, is practical!; 
-united in its willingness to suppor 
President McKin-ley, stiould he deem 
the conditions in the Philippines neces 
skate a call for volunteers. 


• ''It is the 'intention of the president,' 
•continued the cabinet official, "to uss 


. -every means in his power to put down 


the rebellion in the Philippines as 
promptly as possible. Just before the 
.president went away the question was 
frequently discussed at cabinet meet- 
ings, and there was no conflict of opin- 
ion as to the policy to be pursued 'in 
the Philippines. 
The president is de- 


termined to restore peace throughout 
the islands if it takes ten times as 
many troops as we now have there. 
Up to the present time there has not 
"been a word or a suggestion from Gen. 
utis and the- ranking officers of-his 
command indicating tiwt rahe force 
there as insufficient 


"The president atands ready to call 


101- as many volunteers as mav be 
accessary to subdue the Filipinos,' and 
there is every reason to believe that 
•he. can secure without delay an the 
•volunteers he may call for. 


'•'The official and unofficial reports op 


the engagements in the Philippines" 
continued the cabinet officer, "have 
. agreed in the statement that in every 
encounter the American'forces have 
'been victorious. 
With -victory upon 


victory reported from headquarters it 
was fair to assume that, the enemV 
would eventually become weary of be- 
ing thrashed, and finally recognize the. 
power and determination of the Amer- 
ican forces. 
Under the circumstances 


there has thus far been nothing to jus- 
tify the president in calling for more 
troops." 


Advocates of a larger army in the 


Philippines hope that the president 
Tv-ilt quickly take measures-to raise the 
necessary troops. It is admitted that 
Gen. 
Otis cannot 'hope to do much more 


-nan hold his present.lines during the 


rainy season, buif if-is'"urged'" that He 
ought to have enouglh men under his 
command to have his forces thoroughly 
reorganized and to. be ready to begin 
aggressive action all along the line as 
soon as the rainy season closes. 


It is believed by officials of the war 


department that it would be possible 
to enlist 35,900 men without taking 
much if a-ny absolutely raw material. 
Certainly the .regiments could be offi- 
cered entirely by the pick'of the offi- 
cers w-ho sesved as volunteers in the 
Spanish war, and it is believed' that 
most of the enlisted men could be ob- 
tained ' from those who served in the 
volunteer regiments. Many of these 
men would be just as efficient as regu- 
lars, and .-it is argued- that if they 
could be got together soon and put 
into camps of instruction until trans- 
portation could be provided they would 
be in condition -to take the field at 
once on arriving at Manila. 


Gen. .Otis, it is acknowledged, would 


undoubtedly -prefer to have his farce 
made up as largely as possible of reg- 
ulars, it would be possible for the 
war department to. send him several 
more regiments of regular troops if 
their places in the United States and in 
Porto Rico could be taken by volun- 
teers. 


With more than double the- .force 


which he estimated he would'need, 
officials here say he ought, to be able 
to bring the campaign to a close in a 
comparatively short time and to oc- 
cupy all the important points ot the 
island with, such' strong garrisons as 
to make it apparent to the natives that 
-the United States proposes to maintain 
order and put down rebellion with a 
strong hand.

TAX LAWS. 


As the result of the war waged on cor- 


joratipiis-in Kentucky, aapitnl is being 
driven out of .that state, 'Bank capital- 
ization has been reduced almost one- 
half in /three years. A tax of ten per 
cent, of; the .gross earnings was imposed 
on the street railway company at Louis- 
ville, which, if upheld by the courts, will 


"force the company put of business. Sev- 


eral factories owned -by corporations 
have closed. The war against capitaljs 
now .so bitter that many insurance com- 
panies are quitting Kentucky,' and en- 
terprise , is almost stagnant. For this 
situation the ad-valorem system and the 
franchise tax are responsible. 
One of 


the worst features is that by means of 
them .the-cities have had their revenue 
systems placed almost entirely under 
the control of the country legislators, 
and an unduly large proportion goes to 
the state. The. state tax has also been 
increased 25 per cent. 


Other states should profit by 
Ken- 


tucky's experience, 
Corporations are a 


necessity, and while they should be com- 
pelled to pay their just shnre of the 
taxes, they should not be imposed upon. 
The legislators of Kentucky sought to 
reduce*the taxes of the people by in- 
creasing the taxes of the corporations. 
As the result of overdoing the thing, 
business enterprises have cot only beer, 
crippled, but the state tax "increased 25 
per cent." as well.

There are two trains between Phila- 
delphia and New York oti the Penn- 
sylvania railroad's regular schedule 
that make .a faster run every -clay in 
the year.. The Business Men's Express, 
leaving Philadelphia at 7:33 in

morning, is scheduled at 49.83 miles 
per hour, while Hs mate, the 4 ..p. m. 
from- New. York, annihilates time, at 
the rate of 50.30 miles per hour."' All 
things considered, these.two trains are 
really the fastest regular trains in ihe 
country, and on sections of the road, 
notably between New Brunswick and 
Trenton, their schedule speed is.,con- 
siderable over a mile a -minute. The 
sustained rate of speed, by the way, 
on: all express trains of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad 
between 
New Yjprk, 


Philadelphia and Washington is fully 
as high as that on any other railroad.

OCEAN DERELICTS. 


Necessity for a Patrol System to.FIml and 


Remove Them. 


New York Sun: The French steamer 


Touraiiu, .which- 
recently 
' arrived 


• from Havre, reports sighting the'r'aban- 
uoned wreck of the 
bark S-iddartha, 


waterlogged and almost awash. 
' The 


ha.pless craft had been descried three 
weeks earlier by the bark Cape Race, 
and, being afloat in the transatlantic 
steamship lane, she is a peril to navi- 
gation. 
The Touraine passed, close to 


'her In broad day, 'but the thought ol 
a collision on a dark night or in a 
dense fog was not agreeable. 
This is 


only one more of a list of experiences 
which have becom^ familiar to:ocean 
travel, but not on that account the less 
disquieting or the less urgently de- 
manding relief. While maritime coun- 
tries pay some attention to wrecks o£ 
their coasting vessels, especially when 
within home waters, there is no provi- 
sion of clearing the ocean of danger- 
ous .derelicts. 
Besides, even coasters 


often drift through the action of the 
Gulf Stream, or are driven- by winds, 
across the traveled paths of the trans- 
atlantic steamers. 
Again . and again 


efforts have been made to bring about 
some international system of policing 
the seas,with a view to removing these 
sources of peril. 
It is evident that 


such a system is needed, because apart 
from the expense involved in finding- 
wrecks and blowing them up, authori- 
ty to do so would need to be conferred 
by the agreement of nations, for pro- 
tection against claims for 
damages. 


Thus far, however, no .practical prog- 
ress has been mad-e- toward such, an 
agreement. 
Our 
country 
has been 


prominent in urging it; and, indeed 
the thought that some of those lost 
vessels of many years past, whose fate 
has remained a 
mystery, may have 


gone, down as the result of striking' 
such waterlogged derelicts, is enough 
to stimulate efforts to clear the seas 
of these perils..

HOW STURGEON IS CAPTURED. 


Banian Conackg Fith Through the Ice 


of Swift Riven. 


To fish while mounted on the back 


of a horse probably would be beyond 
the capacity of gentle Izaak Walton of 
delightful.memory, yet that Is the.way 
sturgeon is captured In the 
frozen 


rivers of the Ural mountains. 
Rus- 


sian Cossacks fish in large bands. They 
gallop along until they reach the point 
in the river where the current has its 
swiftest flight. There they dismount 
and cut into the ice until they have 
cleared a small pool of water which 
extends across the rapid current, al- 
most from one bank of the river to 
the other. 
A net is then sunk to 


Uie bottom of the stream and stretched 
across it at the open pool, so that not 
a single fish can swim beyond its 
meshes. 
Then the horses are mount- 


ed and the Cossacks turn back and 
ride along the edge of the river for 
about four or five miles. 
Then - the 


baud wheels about and gallops rapidly 
along the ice covered stream, making 
a picture that would delight a Schreyer 
or' a Fromentin. 
The loud cannonade 


caused by the beating of the horses' 
hoofs on the surface o£ the ice terri- 
•fies the sturgeon and they swim quick- 
ly in advance of their pursuers,"tum- 
bling finally in swarms into the-'net 
"that waits their capture.

Attorney Sutherland, in behalf of Dil- 


lon and Dixon, waived making a plea, 
but when the court asked Arquette if he 


• had anything to say, he was to the front 
in a very short space of time. 


The plea that he made clearly demon- 


strated the fact that Arquetto is well 
posted in law. 


He started from the beginning of the 


case, and not once did he wander away 
from the good points that favored him 
at every turn. 


.He did not deny having a hand in the 


affair, but stated that - Dixon was with 
him, and he set.fire to the structure. 


Arquette also stated that Dillon and 


Dixon's attorneys hnd tried to bribe 
him, by cot having him go on the stand 
and tell all'he kneiv.
